Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  report  for  the  year  ended  Slst  December,  1944, 
in  accordance  with  Circular  49/45. 


The  health  of  the  district  has  been  fairly  good  throughout  the  year.  The  influenza 
epidemic  which  was  declining  at  the  turn  of  the  year  disappeared  at  the  end  of  January.  A spell  of 
bad  weather  in  May  produced  a widespread  crop  of  colds  and  bronchitis  and  these  diseases  returned 
again  during  the  winter. 


It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  despite  the  presence  of  diphtheria  in  adjoining  districts 
there  was  not  a single  case  in  our  area.  This  is  in  large  measure  due  to  the  immunisation  campaign 
which  was  conducted  as  actively  as  before  and  now  seems  to  have  gained  from  the  public  the 
enthusiasm  it  undoubtedly  deserves.  I hope  this  good  work  will  continue.

Wafer  Supply. 

Cnmelford,  Boscastle  and  a part  of  St.  Breward  are  supplied  from  the  Council’s  mains  and 
the  other  part  of  St.  Bre-waid  by  the  Bodmin  Water  Co.  Tintagel,  Delabole  and  St.  Teath  derive  their 
sup>plies  from  the  North  Cornwall  Joint  Water  Board.  Treligga,  Trevalga,  Treveighan  and  Churchtown, 
Michaelstow,  have  their  own  supplies  and  the  remainder  of  the  district  is  principally  supplied  by  wells. 

It  w as  recognition  that  the  water  supply  of  the  Rural  District  was  inadequate  for  modern 
needs  which  prompted  the  Council  to  have  a survey  made.  The  Consulting  Engineers  have  now  com- 
pleted their  w ork  and  their  report  welcomed  and  formally  adopted  by  the  Council.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
action  on  it  will  not  be  long  delayed. 


Analysis  of  all  the  main  supplies  are  satisfactory  : — 

ST.  BREWARD  AND  CAMELFORD. — The  water  is  of  excellent  purity  and  its  nature  and 
character  remain  constant. 

BOSCASTLE. — The  purity  is  satisfactory  in  all  respects. 

NORTH  CORNWALL  JOINT  WATER  BOARD. — The  purity  is  satisfactory  in  all 

respects. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Conditions  in  some  parts  of  the  district  are  extremely  had.  Sewerage  schemes  are  urgently 
required  in  Delabole,  St.  Teath,  Tintagel,  Boscastle  and  St.  Breward.  Enlargement  and  improvements  of 
the  existing  Camelford  Scheme  are  likewise  very  necessary.  These  had  conditions  have  persisted  for  some 
considerable  time  and  should  be  dealt  with  as  a matter  of  urgency. 


Housing. 

Housing  has  been  more  or  less  at  a standstill  during  the  War,  though  under  the  Agricultural 
Housing  Scheme  six  houses  have  been  completed  of  the  eight  allocated  to  the  district  and  the  remaining 
two  are  nearing  completion.  These  houses  are  let  at  a rental  of  7/6  per  week. 


It  is  to  be  hoped  that  now  the  War  has  ended  housing  will  he  given  the  urgent  priority  it 
deserves.  The  Council’s  programme  is  for  112  houses  in  the  first  two  post-war  years.  This  is  only  a first 
instalment  but  it  will  help  to  relieve  the  acute  shortage.  Completion  and  examination  of  the  Housing 
Survey  will  make  possible  a more  accurate  estimate  of  the  housing  needs  of  the  district.
